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1. This memorandum and the supporting documents are for 
your information only and are symptomatic of some of our difficulties 
in supporting TSD. No action is required at this time.

initial reaction was equivocal; therefore we solicited and obtained funds 
from other sources, such as Office of Communications, | 
letc. 
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4. At about thia point, TSD cam* to us and said that they had 
decided we should not accept external foods, presumably for security 
and other reasons, and that they would take the initiative to request 
the neceesary additional funds through the Clandestine Services, 
with concurrence by the DD/ SAT. Subsequent meetings were held 
with my Deputy and an exchange of memoranda took place (Refs a. 
and b. ). ORD and TSD agreed verbally that we would bring this 
matter to the attention of the DD/P and the DD/ SAT jointly. We 
were, therefore, surprised to receive Ref c. late in February, 1970, 
which informed us that they did not intend to pursue the course which 
we had agreed upon. 

5. Obviously it is much too late for us to solicit external funds 
at this time, or indeed, to reprogram funds. The net effect is that 
the program cannot go forward at this time, those who have provided 
some funds will not receive the RAD support which they anticipated, 
and the contractor will have wasted time and money preparing a 
detailed proposal for which he receives neither support nor reim- 
bursement. 

6. Reference d. , and other experiences, suggest that 
responsiveness is a two-way street and we should seriously re- 
evaluate our support responsibility over a period of time with 
respect to the Technical Services Division, particularly in those 
areas where the consumers involve other Directorates than the 
DD/P.
